“ But to be politically respon­ 
sible to the generations to com e, 
we have to see that these gen­ 
erations have the weapons to 
defend them selves — economic 
weapons. 
“ If we did nothing, in a few 
years we would have the same 
problem s as Latin A m erica has. 
“ The idea has taken hold in 


American financial circles that 
the way to take care of the Unit­ 
ed S tates' favorable balance of 
trade with France is to export 
capital. This is a policy whereby 
we could become a medium-de­ 
veloped country in the future. 
“ This explains our attitude on 
gold. We don't want to take 
A m erica's gold, we just want to 
stop 
the 
overabundance 
of 
A m erican capital in F rance.” 
All of the estim ated $1.5-bil- 
lion UjS. investm ent in France 
is not unwelcome. Chambrun 
cited the large operation of In­ 
ternational Business Machines 


as an exam ple. 
“ IBM does a lot of research 
here,” he said, “ and in all it 
helps ra ise the general tech­

Photograph traffic violators? 
To hear self-appointed traffic safety experts 
tell it, police are overlooking a good opportunity 
to catch a lot of dangerous violators by not 
mounting cameras on the dashboards of patrol 
cars and photographing violators through the 
windshields. 
Ifs been tried. But laws require police to 
establish the identity of the driver, not just the 
identification of the car by photographing the 
license plate. The intent of the laws is to 
prevent the owners of stolen cars from being 
blamed for violations by the thieves. 
One company manufactured a camera which 
an officer in the patrol car aimed at the violator 
as a second officer got him out of his car. 
The only difficulty was high rental cost — $40 
per camera. So, the North Carolina Highway 
Patrol, which was the first and, apparently, 
the only police organization to use the camera, 
hasn’t used it very extensively. 
Authorities in Australia and Belgium, where 
cameras are used to trap violators, issue 
tickets to the owners of cars, whether they 
are driving or not. Apparently authorities in 
those two countries are content to let the 
owners collect the fines from drivers in those 
cases where the owner wasn’t driving. 
In Australia, a rubber contact switch nestles 
between the double white lines on curves. When 
a car edges over the lines, the wheels press 
the switch and start the motor of a camera 
on a nearby utility pole. The violation and license 
number are recorded on film. 
Later, the person to whom the car is regis­ 
tered receives a cordial communication from 
the court informing him that his vehicle vio­ 
lated Traffic Ordinance “X” ana inviting him 
to remit two pounds, three shillings, and tupence 
to the Exchequer. If the vehicle owner fails 
to respond to the invitation, he loses his license.

want you to sing. 
After the address of welcome, 
the Queen will sign our guest 
book and for that purpose I 
have two pens,

The cost of maintaining three 
castles is $580,000 a year, plus 
servants’ wages of $888,000. 


Prince Philip thinks this is 
too much and has been trying 
to whittle it down. He wants to 
close the antiquated kitchen in 
Buckingham Palace and let

private caterer handle

dinners. 
The Queen is the second rich­ 
est woman in the world, rank­ 
ing second only to the wife of the 
Aga Khan. The Queen of Thai-

Queen of the 
Netherlands are close behind. 
Elizabeth’s wealth results from 
the fact that her great grand­ 
father, Prince Albert, consort 
of Queen Victoria, was a thrifty 
investor. 
Victoria 
inherited 
$240,000 
from an eccentric 
named Neild, and Prince Albert 
invested it in industry and real 
estate. 
He was the wise guy who bought 
up Sandringham 
Palace 
for 
$880,000 (ifs now worth $14,- 
400,000) and Balmoral for $50,- 
240. (Ifs now worth $9,600,- 
000.) The Queen also owns por­ 
traits worth $72,000,000, and 
when she steps out on a state 
occasion, the crown on her head 
plus the jewels around her neck 
are worth $9,600,000. 
The Queen pays no taxes but 
gives back to the government 
all the income from the crown 
lands except from the Duchy of 
Cornwall which goes to 
the 
Prince of Wales. He now re­ 
ceives $144,000 a year. Prince 
Charles is studying in Australia 
this year, his father and rn other 
being anxious 
to have him get 
acquainted not only with othc~ 
parts of the commonwealth but 
to live like any other boy. When 
I saw Charles in Athens at the 
wedding 
of King Constantine 
last year, he arrived with 
a 
Beatle hair cut, which disap­ 
peared only after a stern ad­ 
monition from his father. 
Elizabeth is a thirfty spender, 
and once 
when the family car 
was hit in a motor accident 
she took the car around to the 
garage herself to make sure 
she was not overcharged. Her 
racing 
stables 
make money 
when she has a good season, 
and her horse Aureole once 
won $173,880. 
At the welcoming ceremony 
in Barbados, the Queen was 
surprised to see Chief Justice 
E arl W arren and Mrs. War­ 
ren in the audience, they being 
on vacation in 
the Caribbean. 
The Chief Justice, when gover­ 
nor of California, had been Ei­ 
senhower’s special ambassador 
to the Queen’s coronation, later 
served as LBJ’s special envoy

She remembered him 
well.

$10 an Hour. 
Washington, D. C.: — It is the 
time to join with the President 
of the U. S. to consider the 
plight of the proletarians who 
must toil in the sun and winds 
constructing 
our 
hospitals, 
schools, public structures and 
private buildings. 
There are, for example, the 
oppressed plumbers, who 
in 
some sectors of the land must 
work for $7.50 an hour, $15 
an hour double • time just to 
keep girth and soul together. 
In some areas their plight is 
lightened by contract clauses 
which prevail on tile employ­ 
ers to send the plumbers* chil­ 
dren to camp in the summer­ 
time — at company expense — 
just to get them away from the 
acrid charcoal smoke of patio 
cookouts. This is called a fringe 
benefit. 
Now the national leaders of 
the plumbers — and of millions 
of 
construction 
trades* 
unionists, amongst whom six 
and seven dollar-an-hour wage 
rates raise no manicured eye­ 
brows — have told the Presi­ 
dent they can’t be bothered with 
anti-inflation guidelines. 
This should not have come as 
a surprise to the White House. 
The building and construction 
trades unions are a world of 
their own. To get at them the 
President would have to repeal 
the law of supply and demand. 
He might as well struggle with 
the law of gravity. 
The 
national 
construction 
union leaders, who head some 
3.5 million men, say what their 
local leaders want them to say. 
What tile public doesn’t realize 
is that there are 8,000 locals 
and thus 8,000 baronies. 
It is basic to understand that 
local building and construction 
union officials wield a great 
deal of power in the many areas 
where they have a 
virtual 
monopoly in the manning 
of 
jobs. 
Thus they have been able to 
shut down billions of dollars 
worth of construction for as 
long as 70 days in many big 
cities during the past year. 
Thus they have thumbed their 
collective nose at the White 
House. They have made six 
and seven-dollar rates com­ 
monplace. They have won any­ 
where from five to ten 
per 
cent increases despite the Pres­ 
ident’s plea to keep these to 
3.2 per cent. 
Ten to twenty-dollar-a-week 
increases each year of two and 
three year contracts are not 
unusual, 
anywhere 
from 
Georgia to Michigan to Cali­ 
fornia. 
Bluntly, their power in many 
areas is absolute. The local 
leaders can tell the world to 
get out — and their national 
leaders as well. Should anyone 
doubt 
this, 
there 
always is 
the untold story known in the 
trade and in some diplomatic 
circles as the “ rally ’round the 
flag” section of global history. 
The boys truly were ready to 
picket the world. It began last 
fall when Gov. Nelson Rockefel­ 
ler in behalf of New York State

So 
the 
Long Island 
firm 
sneaked the pole out one night, 
hauled it over to the UN, laid 
it on the garden grass and left. 
When the 
iron 
workers 
discovered that the firm 
had 
stolen its own pole, they con­ 
tacted their brother riggers and 
prepared to picket the UN 
so 
nothing could go through. 
The riggers, being stout fel­ 
lows, advised the UN 
they 
would 
not 
raise 
the flag­ 
pole. There would be no flag. 
Finally, everybody 
put on the 
pressure. 
But not until the construction 
unions own state leader, 
the 
sensitive and highly responsible 
Peter 
Brennan, 
appealed to 
them on the basis of their own 
public relations did they raise 
the flagpole. The garden 
was 
dedicated. 
But 
no 
government official 
could get them to move. F re­ 
quently, they give the building 
and 
construction contractors 
limited 
choice. It’s take the 
pact we offer or take a strike. 
They have become the aristo­ 
crats, the new class of labor— 
though there 
are, 
of course, 
exceptions. 
They now 
have 
angered the President. 
There is 
no doubt there will 
be a show down. Spiraling pay 
and fringes 
and 
union work 
rules are steadily moving wage 
costs up towards $10 an hour. 
There is full documentation for 
this. 
When word came up from the 
oceanside 
midwinter 
con­ 
ference unions* chiefs to the 
effect that they certainly do 
not plan to heed any wage guide­ 
lines, one of Mr. Johnson’s 
closest advisers 
told 
this 
columnist: 
“ We’ll take action. That’s 
certain. The construction

dustry has been one of our 
sore spots on the 
wage pic­ 
ture. We are not going to talk 
specifics right now. But neither 
are we going to sit by idly now 
that they’ve thrown down

gauntlet.” 
Since they appear to have re ­ 
versed the law of gravity, per­ 
haps the President can reverse 
them.

Photograph traffic violators? 
To hear self-appointed traffic safety experts 
tell it, police are overlooking a good opportunity 
to catch a lot of dangerous violators by not 
mounting cam eras on the dashboards of patrol 
cars and photographing violators through the 
windshields. 
It’s been tried. But laws require police to 
establish the identity of the driver, not just the 
identification of the car by photographing the 
license plate. The intent of the laws is to 
prevent the owners of stolen cars from being 
blamed for violations by the thieves. 
One company manufactured a camera which 
an officer in the patrol car aimed at the violator 
as a second officer got him out of his car. 
The only difficulty was high rental cost — $40 
per cam era. So, the North Carolina Highway 
Patrol, which was the first and, apparently, 
the only police organization to use the camera, 
hasn’t used it very extensively. 
Authorities in Australia and Belgium, where 
cam eras are used to trap violators, issue 
tickets to the owners of cars, whether they 
are driving or not. Apparently authorities in 
those two countries are content to let the 
owners collect the fines from drivers in those 
cases where the owner wasn’t driving. 
In Australia, a rubber contact switch nestles 
between the double white lines on curves. When 
a car edges over the lines, the wheels press 
the switch and start the motor of a camera 
on a nearby utility pole. The violation and license 
number are recorded on film. 
Later, the person to whom the car is regis­ 
tered receives a cordial communication from 
the court informing him that his vehicle vio­ 
lated Traffic Ordinance “ X” and inviting him 
to remit two pounds, three shillings, and tupence 
to the Exchequer. If the vehicle owner fails 
to respond to the invitation, he loses his license.

Withdrawal of the 
charges against them uniformly is part of the 
strike settlem ent. 
Management could never get away with this. 
There is a crying need for balance in labor- 
management relations in this country. 
The recent transport strike in New York City 
was illegal. 
A state supreme court justice ruled that it 
would be illegal for the city to pay the transit 
workers the two-year, 15 per cent pay increase 
they were granted in the strike settlem ent. 
There is a state law banning strikes by public 
em ployes, which bars any pay increase for 
strikers for three years. 
Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller signed into law a 
new bill, which he sponsored, exempting the 
transit workers 
retroactively from applica­ 
tion of the earlier law. 
So the threat of another transit strike has 
been averted but the price paid for it is too high. 
Once more a union has used extortion to pre­ 
vail in a labor dispute. This time the strike 
was waged directly against the people who pay 
the strik ers’ wages. 
It is happening again and again. 
The unions are privileged. 
Everyone else is not. 
It isn’t right, just or fair.

nected with the growing 
food 
shortage, 
and the expanding 
population of the world, con­ 
stitute the greatest influence 
on the policies of the United 
States during the next 
few 
years. One of the speakers, 
Dr. 
Raymond 
Ewell, Vice- 
President for Research, State 
University of New York, stated, 
“ This is the biggest, 
most 
fundamental and most 
nearly 
insoluble problem that has ever 
confronted 
the 
human race. 
M ass starvation in Asia, Afri­ 
ca and Latin America will prob­ 
ably develop into a “ force ma- 
jeure” (major force), of such 
magnitude that it forces a gov­ 
ernment or an individual, 
to 
make decisions and take actions 
that they do not want to take. 
During the past 20 years, there 
have been 
two 
major forces 
that 
have 
shaped 
American 
policy, namely communism and 
the nuclear arm s race. Prac­ 
tically all of our foreign policies 
and 
actions 
have 
been de­ 
termined by these two major 
forces. But the food/pop ala­ 
tion problem is now rising as 
a third m ajor force -- and it 
may be the most powerful 
of 
these major fo rces.” 
In the middle of the eighteenth 


century there were 
750 m il­ 
lion people in the world. In 
1900 there were one and one- 
half billion people. In 1960, this 
had doubled to 3 billion. In the 
year 2000, if present trends 
continue there will be 7.5 bil­ 
lion. The first doubling of num­ 
bers took a century and a half; 
the second only 60 years, and 
the doubling after 1960, if it oc­ 
curs, will take little more than 
30 years. 
At the present time, according 
to the best information avail­ 
able, there are only ten coun­ 
tries in the world which have 
a sufficiency of food to supply 
the needs of their own people, 
and it usually follows that where 
the food shortage is the great­ 
est, there is also the greatest 
increase in population. Death 
rates are declining, 
which 
further 
adds 
to population 
growth. 
While 
food produc­ 
tion is increasing in most parts 
of the world, we are still losing 
in the fight to secure a balance 
between population 
and food. 
Even, if there were sufficient 
funds to pay for the production 
of food in the United States, 
it would be impossible for the 
United States alone to produce 
enough food to feed the rest of 
the world even at this time. 
For that reason it is impera­ 
tive that the United States join 
in some kind of program to 
help the other nations, par­ 
ticularly 
the 
underdeveloped 
ones, produce the food needed 
to feed their own. 
One of the speakers, Dr. Theo. 
W. Schulta, one of the outstand­ 
ing 
experts 
in 
agricultural 
economics at the University of 
Chicago, has 
recognized one 
of the erro rs in policy, 
to 
which I have called attention on 
numerous 
occasions, 
par­ 
ticularly in session s of 
the 
Inter - Parliam entary 
Union, 
when he said, “ The post war 
dogma so widespread among 
the less developed countries 
that modern growth is depen­ 
dent wholly upon industrializa­ 
tion has done much harm. Ag­ 
riculture has been neglected 
and often exploited as a con­ 
sequence.” He went on to say, 
however, that the United States 
was now trying to correct this 
mistaken conception.

The

favor. They were not duped by 
massive trade-paper ad cam­ 
paigns, nor did they display no- 
fineable loyalty to big studios or 
oldtimers. 
As in the 1964 nominations, 
there was a distinct British 
flavor. But the Academy voters 
can’t help it if the British are 
such superior actors. 
Gone are the days when the 
Oscar was a quaint local cus­ 
tom; the old boy is getting more 
international every year. The 
most remarkable evidence of 
this was the nomination of Jap­ 
anese Hiroshi Teshigahara for 
his direction of “ Woman in the 
Dunes,” a film that didn't re­ 
ceive a major release. 
Hollywood can be provincial 
about admitting achievements 
by foreign directors. Example; 
the Directors Guild didn’t even 
nominate David Lean ("Doctor 
Zhivago” ) for its annual award. 
The 
Academy corrected the 
oversight. 
The voters were not swayed 
by production costs. Neither 
“ The 
Greatest Story 
Ever 
Told” $20 million, “ The Great 
Race” $12 million nor “ The 
Agony and the Ecstasy”

million received a major nom­ 
ination. Curiously, each

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ceived five minor nominations. 
Two of the best-picture nomi­

LOS ANGE1.ES (AP) — After 
half a century of squabbling 
over die Colorado River’s in­ 
creasingly vital water, seven 
Western states are about to get 
together on a plan to tap one of 
the major rivers of three other 
states. 
The plan could eventually cost 
more than $12 billion. 
“ This is not just a regional 
problem,” a water expert says. 
“ The rest of the country will eat 
better if the West works out an 
equitable way of dividing its 
water.” 
The plan envisions: 
1. Immediate start on con­ 
struction of a $1.2-billion proj­ 
ect to move Colorado River 
water southward to Arizona's 
booming Phoenix and Tucson 
areas. 
2. Eventual construction of an 
aqueduct 
linking the heavily 
used Colorado with either the 
little-exploited Columbia River, 
which has IO times the Colora­ 
do’s flow, or its closer tribu­ 
tary, the Snake River. Hookup 
with the Columbia 
would cost 
$11 billion, with the Snake $4 
billion. 
The big hitch, of course, is 
opposition from Washington and 
Oregon, which border on the 
Columbia, and Idaho, through 
which the Snake flows. 
Representatives of the seven 
Colorado River basin states — 
Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, New 
Mexico, Arizona, Nevada and 
California — agreed at a meet­ 
ing here Jan. 27 on most of the 
technical language of a bill to 
be submitted to the House sul>- 


eommittee on Irrigation and 
Reclamation. 
The proposed legislation calls 
for a quick start on tile big cen­ 
tral Arizona project, and also 
for a massive survey of ways to 
channel additional water into 
the Colorado so that other users 
of that river, primarily Califor­ 
nia, will have enough for their 
growing populations too. 
The legislation would not call 
for joining the Colorado with the 
Columbia or the Snake — feasi- 
bilify of that is left for the sur- 
vey to determine. But most 
water experts say the Columbia 
and the Snake are about the 
only sources big enough to give 
the Colorado's users the amount 
of water they they need.

Pointing out the pump- 
priming effect of spending bil­ 
lions on construction of the 
aqueduct, which could be up to 
1,000 miles long.

LOS ANGE1.ES (AP) — After 
half a century of squabbling 
over the Colorado River's in­ 
creasingly vital water, seven 
Western states are about to get 
together on a plan to tap one of 
the major rivers of three other 
states. 
The plan could eventually cost 
more than $12 billion. 
“ Tills is not just a regional 
problem,” a water expert says. 
“ The rest of the country will eat 
better if the West works out an 
equitable way of dividing its 
water." 
The plan envisions: 
1. Immediate start on con­ 
struction of a $1.2-billion proj­ 
ect to move Colorado River 
water southward to Arizona's 
booming Phoenix and Tucson 
areas. 
2. Eventual construction of an 
aqueduct 
linking the heavily 
used Colorado with either the 
little-exploited Columbia River, 
which has IO tim es the Colora­ 
do's flow, or its closer tribu­ 
tary, tile Snake River. Hookup 
with the Columbia 
would cost 
$11 billion, with the Snake $4 
billion. 
The big hitch, of course, is 
opposition from Washington and 
Oregon, which border on the 
Columbia, and Idaho, through 
which the Snake flows. 
Representatives of the seven 
Colorado River basin states — 
Colorado, Wyoming, Utah, New 
Mexico, Arizona, Nevada and 
California — agreed at a meet­ 
ing here Jan. 27 on most of the 
technical language of a bill to 
be submitted to the House sub­ 


committee on Irrigation and 
Reclamation. 
The proposed legislation calls 
for a quick start on the big cen- 
tral Arizona project, and also 
for a m assive survey of ways to 
channel additional water into 
the Colorado so that other users 
of that river, primarily Califor­ 
nia, will have enough for their 
growing populations too. 
The legislation would not call 
for joining the Colorado with the 
Columbia or the Snake — feasi­ 
bility of that is left for the sur­ 
vey to determ ine. But most 
water experts say the Columbia 
and the Snake are about the 
only sources big enough to give 
the Colorado's users the amount 
of water they they need. 
The Jan. 27 agreement was a 
major 
accomplishment. 
It 
meant that the Colorado basin 
states were ready to stop quar­ 
reling amongst themselves over, 
how to split up the dwindling 
waters of the Colorado — and 
start looking for ways of in- 
creasing the Colorado's flow. 
The Colorado basin's plan 
would require some form of fed­ 
eral funding, thus taxing even 
the citizens of distant states, but 
proponents say it holds the key 
to future prosperity of a vast 
area consuming a large portion 
of those states’ products. 
This is not, of course, the lure 
held out to the little-industrial­ 
ized Northwestern states. Advo­ 
cates of the Colorado basin plan 
hope to overcom e their opposi­ 
tion to tapping the Columbia or 
Snake rivers by: 
I. Including irrigation and 


power projects which the North­ 
west sorely needs. 
2. Pointing out the pump- 
priming effect of spending bil­ 
lions on construction of the 
aqueduct, which could be up to 
1,000 miles long. 
Although 
some may regard 
the conflict as just one more 
squabble 
over water in the 
West, its outcome will affect the 
whole country. 
Some experts believe the West 
Coast someday will tie the cen­ 
ter of the United States'popula­ 
tion. California is already the 
most populous state in the Un­ 
ion. And the major source of 
water for its new millions — the 
Colorado — is dwindling. Once 
estimated to have an annual 
flow of 18 million acre feet, in 
recent years it has dropped as 
low as 12 m illion.Andofthisthe 
United States has guaranteed at 
least 1.5 million will flow down 
into Mexico.

“ Will you agree we live in a 
changing world? Nothing stays 
the 
same very long. Some 
changes are improvements, but 
not always so. Change and deca> 
often go together. Things car 
change for the better, or things 
can change for the worse. 
In defense of this sermtm that 
will consider race (if indeed 
it needs defense) let me say 
that I do not believe that the 
church, as a corporate body. 
has any divine mandate to be­ 
come officially involved in the 
approval of economic programs 
o r political strategies. It is 
not the business of the church 
to consider the economic, mili­ 
tary, or peacetime aspects of 
getting to the moon. Nor is 
it the duty of the church to 
counsel with the 
government 
whether to photograph or not 
to photograph the planet Mars. 
I feel that the United Presby­ 
terians (bless their hearts) at 
their 176th general assembly in 
Oklahoma City were out of order 
as they tried to deal with the 
United States conduct of world 
trade. I doubt that even six 
of the delegates, out of the eight 
hundred present, had enough 
facts in hand to vote on this 
issue, but they all voted without 
discussion. 
But when we come to the sub­ 
ject of “ fusion of the races” I 
believe the church can take her 
stand. Our God has little or 
nothing to say about some topics 
in his revealed word, but he 
does 
speak about 
racial in­ 
tegrity. The important thing 
about any considered subject 
is not what you and I may think, 
o r even how we feel emotion­ 
ally. The only thing that really 
concern us is what does God 
say on the subject? How does 
our Heavenly Father feel about 
it? 
We are now facing the awful 
trend of “ homogenization” of 
human races. I borrow this 
word from the dairy industry. 
Homogenized milk is milk in 
which the butterfat has been 
thoroughly diffused and blended 
that it will never be separated 
again. Each drop is exactly 
equal to every other drop. So 
if all milk were homogenized, 
there would be no more cream, 
o r butter, or skim milk, or even 
buttermilk. 
Some people today have been 
sold the idea that our Bible 
teaches that all men are created 
equal. 
This is not true. It 
teaches anything but. We invite, 
and even urge, everyone to make 
a fresh study of the Bible on 


the subject of equality. Others 
need to read again the Declara­ 
tion of Independence to see 
what is in it. It does not speak 
of human equality beyond equa 
rights to life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness. 
Absolute equality and absolute 
uniformity are inseparable. We 
all know that differences mean 
inequalities and the differences 
are very important. We prefer 
one person or one 
thing to 
another because of their dif­ 
ferences. My dear lady, your 
husband married you because 
you were different. The other 
girls were not equal to you. 
In fact, not even the stars are 
equal. I read in One Corinthians 
15:41 that “ one star differed 
from another in glory.” 
God did not want a world of 
dreary monotony, nor did he 
create one. He put together a 
world of pleasing variety. Why 
stand up today and blame man, 
o r society, or the government 
for 
all our 
differences? Of 
course, we create some of them, 
but God has made most of the 
differences. The short man is 
not to blame for not being tall. 
Nor is the stupid fellow to blame 
because he is not a genius. Nor 
does God treat everybody the 
sam e. If he did, we'd all live 
the same length of time. We’d 
all be equally strong or equally 
weak. 
Our God is a God of equity, 
but not a God of equality. And 
equity requires that a “ one 
talent man” be given one talent, 
and that a “ five talent man” 
be given five talents.

If we 
plan to put everybody on one 
level, it must be a very low 
level. If we want everybody to 
jump the fence, we must not 
build a very high fence. 
The trend is found in every 
realm today. Deplorable ef­ 
forts are being made to homog­ 
enize race, religion, and so­ 
ciety as a whole. 
Homogenized race is called 
integration 
Homogenized religion Is called 
ecumenicism 
Homogenized society is called 
communism 
In reality it is just three as­ 
pects of one thing. If you accept 
the one, it will be hard to re ­ 
ject the others. Let's face it-- 
integration means and requires 
interm arriage. Many white peo­ 
ple will dispute this, but few 
in the Negroid race will debate 
it. 
To integrate means to reduce 
to just one. Just as long as two 
o r more races retain their 
racial identity, there has been 
no real integration. And, if 
you would object to marriage 
between whites and Negroes, 
you are not an out-and-out in­ 
tegrationist.

Do we want racial amalgama­ 
tion? Take 
a good look at 
Haiti. 
Make a good study of 
Cuba and Mexico. Take a trip 
to Egypt. The great dynasties 
of the Pharaohs fell when they 
went south and brought Sudanese 
Negroes to Egypt to be servants 
and 
later 
interm arried with 
them. 
Let me tell you something-- 
we can integrate, but it is im ­ 
possible to de-integrate. No two 
races have ever lived side by 
side, in all history, without 
segregation 
or 
integration 
which turned finally into a mixed 
breed of people. Mongrelization 
has always been the end result 
of integration in any nation. It 
is not a question of superiority 
o r inferiority, but of divinely 
differences that ought to be 
preserved. 
God must 
have 
wanted men of different colors, 
else he wouldn't have made the 
different races.

He made the 
giant tree and also the tender 
violet, and the world is better 
for having them both. The whole 
spirit of the Bible backs racial 
integrity. Theorthodox Jew still 
keeps his race pure. . He does 
not 
intermarry with 
other 
races. Why? Because he knows, 
and has always known, what God 
teaches on the subject. Many 
will say that I am wrong and 
begin quoting Colossians 3:11 
“ Where there is neither Greek 
nor Jew, circumcision nor un­ 
circumcision, 
b a r b a r i a n , 
scythian, bond nor free: But 
Christ is all, and in all” but 
this passage has nothing to do 
with racial integrity nor does 
it mean that after we are Chris­ 
tians we should mix ourselves 
socially into a polyglot mixture 
and become 
integrated mon­ 
grels 
before the Lord who 
divided 
us 
into 
races and 
tongues. This verse tells us we 
can all become 
a spiritual 
unity in Jesus Christ and be 
identified as spiritual brothers 
and sisters who work for the 
common good, but that is all 
it is saying. To me the Bible 
is the most segregated book in 
the world. There is nothing 
homogenized about it. It sepa­ 
rates everything and everybody. 
It segregates the sheep from 
the goats; the believer from the 
unbeliever; right from wrong; 
heaven from hell; language from 
language; and race from race. 
The lord has blessed us in this 
world so let us do the best we 
can with what we have. Let us 
be humbly proud of our racial 
lines and background. This is 
no time to put our birthright 
on the auction block simply be­ 
cause some are agitating and 
parading. If we do we will find 
ourselves later with a sorry 
m ess of porridge.”

It is 
far more likely to be escalated if 
we continue the fighting indefi­ 
nitely without winning it, than 
it would be if we put forth the 
necessary effort to deliver the 
knockout blow promptly. This 
could be done long before China 
could be in position to take any

“ Will you agree we live in a 
changing world? Nothing stays 
the 
sam e very long. Some 
changes are im provem ents, but 
not always so. Change and decay 
often go together. Things car 
change for the better, o r things 
can change for the worse. 
In defense of this serm on thai 
will consider race (if indeed 
it needs defense) let me say 
that I do not believe that the 
church, as a corporate body. 
has any divine mandate to be­ 
com e officially involved in the 
approval of economic program s 
o r political strategies. It is 
not the business of the church 
to consider the economic, m ili­ 
ta ry , o r peacetim e aspects of 
getting to the moon. Nor is 
it the duty of the church to 
counsel with the 
government 
whether to photograph or not 
to photograiih the planet M ars. 
I feel that the United P resby­ 
te ria n s (bless their hearts) at 
th e ir 176th general assem bly in 
Oklahoma City were out of order 
as they tried to deal with the 
United States conduct of world 
trad e . I doubt that even six 
of the delegates, uut of the eight 
hundred present, had enough 
facts in hand to vote on this 
issu e, but they all voted without 
discussion. 
But when we come to the sub­ 
ject of “ fusion of the ra c e s” I 
believe the church can take her 
stand. Our God has little or 
nothing to say about some topics 
in his revealed word, but he 
does 
speak about 
racial in­ 
tegrity. 
The im portant thing 
about any considered subject 
is not what you and I may think, 
o r even how we feel em otion­ 
ally. The only thing that really 
concern us is what does God 
say on the subject? How does 
our Heavenly Father feel about 
it? 
We are now facing the awful 
trend of “ homogenization” of 
human races. I borrow this 
word from the dairy industry. 
Homogenized milk is milk in 
which the butterfat has been 
thoroughly diffused and blended 
that it will never be separated 
again. 
Each drop is exactly 
equal to every other drop. So 
if all milk were homogenized, 
th e re would be no m ore cream , 
o r butter, o r skim milk, or even 
butterm ilk. 
Some people today have been 
sold the idea that our Bible 
teaches that all men are created 
equal. 
This is not true, It 
teaches anything but. We invite, 
and even urge, everyone to make 
a fresh study of the Bible on 


the subject of equality. O thers 
need to read again the D eclara­ 
tion of Independence to see 
what is in it. It does not speak 
of human equality beyond equa 
rig h ts to life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness. 
Absolute equality and absolute 
uniform ity are inseparable. We 
all know that differences mean 
inequalities and the differences 
a re very important. We p refer 
one person or one 
thing to 
another because of their dif­ 
ferences. My dear lady, your 
husband m arried you because 
you were different. The other 
g irls were not equal to you. 
In fact, not even the sta rs are 
equal. I read in One Corinthians 
15:41 that “ one star differeth 
from another in glory.” 
God did not want a world of 
d reary monotony, nor did he 
cre a te one. He put together a 
w orld of pleasing variety. Why 
stand up today and blame man, 
o r society, or the government 
fo r 
all our 
differences? Of 
co u rse, we create some of the rn. 
but God has made most of the 
differences. The short man is 
not to blame for not being tall. 
N or is the stupid fellow to blame 
because he is not a genius. Nor 
does God treat everybody the 
sam e. It he did, we'd all live 
the sam e length of tim e. W e'd 
all be equally strong o r equally 
weak. 
Our God is a God of equity, 
but not a God of equality. And 
equity requires that a “ one 
talent man” be given one talent, 
and that a “ five talent man” 
be given five talents. Equity 
m eets every man on his own 
level. But, and this is im por­ 
tant, equality seeks to put a 
floor under every man, but in 
so doing it has to put a ce il­ 
ing above him. In an effort to 
bring about equality, we must 
bew are lest we put the floor 
and ceiling too close together. 
If the ceiling is too low, the 
ta ll 
man must stoop. . .the 
genius is brought down. Ah! But 
it is far easier to cut a five 
talent man down to two talents 
than it is to raise a one talent

up to two. 
We must 
sa crifice the cream in o rd er to 
homogenize the milk. If we 
plan to put everybody on one 
lev el, it must be a very low 
level. If we want everybody to 
jum p the fence, we must not 
build a very high fence. 
The trend is found in every 
realm today. Deplorable e f­ 
fo rts are being made to homog­ 
enize race, religion, and so ­ 
ciety as a whole. 
Homogenized race is called 
integration 
Homogenized religion is called 
ecum enicism 
Homogenized society is called 
com munism 
In reality it is just three a s - 
' 
pects of one thing. If you accept 
the one, it will be hard to r e ­ 
ject the others. L et's face it— 
integration means and req u ires 
interm arriage. Many white peo­ 
ple will dispute this, but few 
in the Negroid race will debate 
it. 
To integrate means to reduce 
to just one. Just as long as two 
o r m ore races retain their 
rac ial identity, there has been 
no real integration. 
And, if 
you would object to m arriage 
between whites and N egroes, 
you are not an out-and-out in­ 
tegrationist. Negro lead ers are 
now trying to make schools 50% 
N egro and 50% white even if 
it m eans trucking these ch il­ 
d ren m iles and m iles from 
hom e base. They are not in te r­ 
ested in normal procedures. 
L et me say that race is divine 
in origin. The white man did 
not make the Negro black nor 
did he make himself white. Man 
cannot change race by chem is­ 
try , nor by clim ate, nor with 
cosm etics. 
Listen 
again 
to 
Jerem iah 
13:23 
“ Can 
the 
Ethiopian change his skin, or 
the leopard his spots.” 
Do we want racial am algam a­ 
tion? Take 
a good look at 
H aiti. 
Make a good study of 
Cuba and Mexico. Take a trip 
to Egypt. The great dynasties 
of the Pharaohs fell when they 
went south and brought Sudanese 
N egroes to Egypt to be servants 
and 
la ter 
interm arried with 
them . 
Let me tell you som ething— 
we can integrate, but it is im ­ 
possible to de-lntegrate. No two 
ra c e s have ever lived side by 
side, in all history, without 
segregation 
or 
integration 
which turned finally into a mixed 
breed of people. M ongrellzation 
has always been the end resu lt 
of integration in any nation. R 
is not a question of superiority 
o r inferiority, but of divinely 
differences that ought to be 
preserved. 
God must 
have 
wanted men of different colors, 
e lse he wouldn't have made tile 
different races. 
With reference to m arriage 
we say: “ What God joined to ­ 
gether, let no man put asunder.” 
Now it is high tim e to say: 
“ What God hath separated, let 
no man am algam ate.” 
Let me say that the human 
ra c e was fully integrated at the 
Tower of Babel. The human race 
was completely 
homogenized 
racially, religiously, socially, 
and politically. This was the 
darkest day thus far in human 
history subsequent to Adams 
fall.
